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Navy Reorganization 


Plans Being Held Up 





SPRORGANIEATION of the Navy, 
long under consideration, must of 
necessity await the outcome of the 
London Conference. 

For more than a year a change in 
the present system of maintaining two 
fleets, on in the Pacific and the other 
in the Atlantic, has been the subject 
of study by the General Board and the 
Department in general. 

Under the existing order, the compo- 
sition of the Fleet has been predicated 
on the lack or shortage of large cruis- 
ers and with the advent of the new 
10,000-ton fighters and those under con- 
struction, a change is almost a cer- 
tainty. 

Numerous recommendations have 
been made to the Department, and sev- 
eral months ago Operations asked for 
comment and recommendations. A 
specific instance is found in the report 
of Admiral W. V. Ppatt, Commander- 
in-Chief, U. S. Fleet, which outlined a 
reorganization by classes of ships. It 
proposed a commander in chief, a full 
admiral, with an assistant commander 
in chief, also a full admiral of the 
Battle Fleet, which would include all 
of the battle ships with none of the 
auxiliaries. 

Then vice admirals in command of 
the Cruiser Divisions, Destroyer Di- 
visions and Air Craft Squadrons. Rear 
Admirals to command the Submarine 
Divisions and Train. 

At present the Scouting Fleet is com- 
posed of old battle ships and destroy- 
ers, largely, something of a misnomer 
as the large cruiser is the ideal type 
for this sort of work. 

_ Obviously the scattered base facil- 
ities, with Navy Yards up and down 
the east and west coasts, militate 
against this sort of organization of 
our naval forces. Were it possible to 
abolish the useless yards and concen- 
trate on two major bases on the At- 
lantic and Pacific Coasts as recom- 
mended by the Rre.nan board and ac-

Senate Passes Navy 
Line Personnel Bill 


/ITHOUT objection, the Senate on 

Apr. 1 passed the Navy line per- 
sonnel bill. Passed in two former 
Congresses by the House of Represen- 
tatives, and failing of enactment in 
the Senate, the Britten bill seems as- 
sured of becoming law before the end 
of the 7ist Congress. 


_ Senator Jones, chairman of the 
joint committee on pay, wanted to 
know, when S. 550 was brought on 
the first day following the Senate’s 
week recess, whether the bill had any- 
thing to do with the question of pay. 
The chairman of the subcommittee 
which studied the personnel, Senator 
Steiwer assured him that it did not, 
whereby Mr. Jones said that the bill 
Seemed to dovetail with an increase 
of pay.

UNOFFICIAL intimations that objec- 

tions by France or Italy to the 
consummation of a three-power pact at 
the London Conference have been ad- 
vanced as possible explanation of the 
halt in the negotiations between the 
United States, England and Japan and 
a resumption of the efforts to reach a 
five-power agreement. 

The Washington treaty fixed specif- 
ically the number as well as the ratio 
in battleships for all five navies and 
the question is now raised as_ to 
whether the “Big Three” can enter an 
agreement to change these provisions 
without the participation or at least 
the consent of the other two powers. 

Technically there Seems a valid ob- 
jection to the proposed procedure, but 
the probability of France or Italy rais- 
ing the issue is questionable. On the 
other hand France’s failure to gain her 
objective, security from attack, and the 
bitterness that will be engendered by 
the failure of the conference to bring 
all five into agreement will not be con- 
ducive to even silent cooperation on 
her part to bring about an understand- 
ing between the three powers and thus 
“save the face” of the London gath- 
ering. 

Postponement until next week of the 
scheduled plenary session indicates that 
so far the difficulties in the way of the 
greatly desired five power pact have 
not been ironed out sufficiently to jus- 
Whether there is 
any real hope for one is questionable, 
the only justification being in the op- 
timism expressed by Secretary Stimson 
and other officials, predicated evidently 
on developments which have not been 
made public if they exist. 


Return of the majority of American 
naval advisors, reports of which have 
been officially confirmed, have revived 
the uneasiness which marked the pre- 
liminary negotiations. At that time 
discussions of “diplomatic handling” in 
lieu of the “naval expert bickering” 
gave rise to emphatic protest against 
elimination of the naval advisors. It 
will be recalled that this resulted not 
only in Rear Admiral Jones going to 
London, but the enlargement of the 
delegation to include Secretary Adams 
and others.

House Army Program 
To Be Planned April 8 


(THE program of the House Commit- 
tee on Military Affairs, held in 
abeyance by the unfortunate illness of 
the chairman, Representative W. Frank 
James, will be definitely determined at 
an executive meeting of the committee 
to be held April 8. 

When Mr. James was taken ill in 
January he instructed the committee to 
withhold consideration of certain prob- 
lems, including promotion, until his re- 
turn. However, his illness has kept 
him from his duties much longer than 
was expected, with the result that the 
committee has not accomplished the 
work that it and its chairman had 
mapped out. 

Representative Harry C. Ransley, 
acting chairman, accompanied by Rep- 
resentative John J. McSwain, of South 
Carolina, a close friend of Mr. James, 
appealed to Col. William L. Keller, 
MC, commandant of Walter Reed Gen- 
eral Hospital, where the chairman is 
confined, for permission to visit him. 
Approval was secured and on April 3 
for the first time they called upon Rep- 
resentative James at the hospital. A 
conference was held with the result 
that it was agreed to place the entire 
problem before the committee at the 
executive meeting April 8. 

It is not considered likely, however, 
that any action will be taken by the 
committee in the problems of pay or 
promotion until after the Joint Com- 
mittee on Pay makes its report. 

Mr. Ransley told the Journal that 
it is not likely that Mr. James will be 
able to return to his duties within a 
month. He is still in the convalescent 
stage and must be kept in a reclining 
position at all times. Mr. Ransley 
says that he looks very well and is 
very anxious to return to his work on 
the committee in which his interest is 
centered. But the physicians are do- 
ing their best to keep him quiet and to 
avoid a repetition of the malady which 
has given him so much trouble. Al- 
though efforts have been made to keep 
his mind off the problems of the Army 
that still was uppermost in his conver- 
sation. 

With Congress swinging into the 
closing days of the session the work of 
the two military committees is becom- 
ing of increasing interest. Senator

M’Clintic Opposed To 
Service Pay Proposal 








Chamber of Commerce 
Stands Firm for Pay 


F TER REPRESENTATIVE 

McClintic, Democrat, of Okla- 
homa, made his speech April 1, 
on the floor of the House of Rep- 
resentatives, denouncing the pro- 
posed pay revision for the forces 
of national defense, he made pub- 
lic a letter to the Chamber of 
Commerce of the State of Okla- 
homa attempting to refute the 
logic of its endorsement of the 
report of the Interdepartmental 
Pay Board. 

In an effort to determine the 
extent of the influence of Repre- 
sentative McClintic’s action upon 
the business men of the State of 
Oklahoma, the Army and Navy 
Journal sent a telegraphic in- 
quiry to Mr. W. B. Estes, secre- 
tary of that chamber, asking him 
if the chamber’s views had been 
altered by the Congressman’s 
letter. The following telegram 
was received in reply: 

“No. For the reason that we 
believe it to be the practice of 
good business and economy to re- 
tain and encourage ability and 
integrity to enter and remain in. 
the service. The present induce- 
ments are not conducive to the 
acquisition and retention .of men 
of ability and integrity as com- 
pared with the inducements exist- 
ing for such men engaged in civil 
occupations. The records of the 
men who have left the service for 
private ventures sustain this con- 
tention —W. B. Estes, Secretary, 
Chamber of Commerce of the 
State of Oklahoma.” 











RREPRESENTATIVE JAMES V. Me- 
Clintic, Oklahoma Democrat, whose 
most noticeable activity as a member 
of the Naval Affairs Committee is op- 
posing the Navy Department’s propo- 
sals, took occasion April 1 during the 
course of debate on the universal draft 
bill to express himself vigorously 
against the movement for an upward 
revision of service pay schedules. 

He charged that a program of prop- 
aganda is being carried on in favor of 
the proposals of the Interdepartmental 
Pay Board. The Congressman even 
went so far as to belittle the import- 
ance of the wave of public opinion in 
favor of pay revision, declaring, “It is 
unfortunate that there is in the coun- 
try a lot of officers connected with 
commercial clubs that will indorse any- 
thing without giving the subject 
proper study.” 

Mr. McClintic’s own State Chamber 
of Commerce has taken a firm stand in 
support of the proposed service pay in- 
creases and has followed its action by 
writing to members of Congress a 
letter setting forth the needs and its 
endorsement. (The letter was pub- 
lished in the March 29 issue of the 
Army and Navy Journal.) Mr. Mce- 
Clintic wrote back to Mr. W. B. Estes, 
secretary of the Oklahoma Chamber, 
setting forth his own views in opposi- 
tion to the increase and demanding to 
know if the chamber understood what 
it was endorsing. His action in no way 
influenced the stand of the chamber as 
witness the Journal’s telegraphic cor- 
respondence with Mr. Estes reproduced 
above. 

The Oklahoman also added that he 
was sending a copy of his letter to 
each member of his State delegation. 
In an effort to learn how his colleagues

(Continued from First Page) 
cepted as definite naval policy, this 
plan would receive more favorable con- 
sideration. 

Chairman French and the members 
of the sub-committee on Naval Appro- 
priations of the House Appropriations 
Committee, are leaving soon for an in- 
spection trip to Charleston, Pensacola 
and New Orleans Navy Yards. It is 
highly probable that the question of 
abolishing some of the naval stations, 
practically obsolete and nearly idle as 
a result of lack of work, will be dis- 
cussed in Congress.

Army Warrant Officers’ Pay 


By JOHN VERNON, 
Warrant Officer, U. S. Army. 
WHiLle Government statistics show 

that the cost of living has in- 
creased 104 per cent during the past 
20 years and that the pay of prac- 
tically all classes of citizens has been 
increased to keep pace with it, statis- 
tics show that the pay of the armed 
services has not been correspondingly 
increased. It is true that Congress 
attempted to adjust service pay in 1922 
by granting small increases which were 
based on the assumption that living 
costs were at the peak at that time 
and would gradually decrease from 
thence on. It was believed that the 
then adjusted pay (which was made 
to fit the appropriations made for the 
Services and not to meet the then cost 
of living and has since been found to 
contain numerous inequalities, anom- 
alies, and discriminations) would meet 
the expected decrease in living costs. 
This expected decrease did not materi- 
alize and nothing has been done about 
it. Patiently the services, summoning 
all the fortitude at its command, has 
waited for conditions to improve. Lit- 
tle by little they have grown worse. 
An attempt will be made here to show 
how these conditions affect the war- 
rant officer, U. S. Army. 

Allowance for Quarters 

Only about 30 per cent of the war- 
rant officers of the Army are assigned 
to duty at Army Posts where public 
quarters are available. Thus the ma- 
jority are serving at places where there 
are no public quarters and are fur- 
nished insgead, an allowance of $40.00 
per month for rental of quarters, in- 
cluding light and heat. Investigation 
in various parts of the United States 
reveals the fact that a suitable place 
for the average warrant officer (most 
of them with a family of growing 
youngsters) will rent for not less than 
$60.00 per month; heat, $8.00; light 
and gas, $10.00, and transportation 
(carfare), $6.00. It costs a warrant 
officer, therefore, $84.00 a month to 
provide something for which he is al- 
lowed but $40.00. He has to dig down 
into his pay for at least $44.00 ev- 
ery month to cover the inadequate 4l- 
lowance for quarters, heat, and light. 
The item of $6.00 for transportation 
is placed here because it is necessary 
to find a residence at a considerable 
distance from the warrant officer’s 
place of duty in order to secure rent 
at the figure given here and this 
amount is used for carfare. In some 
eases warrant officers have acquired 
automobiles and use them, to a cer- 
tain extent, for the transaction of of- 
ficial business, at their own expense. 
These are invariably purchased on the 
installment plan and painfully paid 
for over a long period of time. Their 
use can be definitely stated to be a 
necessity and not a luxury. 

Allowance for Subsistence. 

The subsistence allowance—60 cents 
per day—is insufficient. Even a bach- 
elor warrant officer cannot subsist 
himself on this amount. It is unlikely 
that 60 cents per day will go very far 
in the payment for subsistence, be- 
cause the majority of warrant. officers 
are married and have families con- 
sisting of a wife and several children 
to support. As an instance citing the 
inadequacy of the subsistence allow- 
ance of 60 cents per day, the writer 
while recently a patient at the Army 
and Navy Hospital at Hot Springs, 
Ark., was charged $1.50 per day for 
subsistence. At the same time his 
daughter was a patient at the Walter 
Reed Hospital, paying $1.25 per day 
for subsistence. In the meantime his 
wife was maintaining herself at the 
family residence in Virginia on what 
was left of the 60 cents per day sub- 
sistence allowance! 

Budget and Income. 

Piain nourishing food for the aver- 
age family of four (and I know one 
warrant officer within 15 miles of 
Washington, D. C., whose family num- 
bers eight persons), cannot be had for 
less than $75.00 per month. Civilian 
clothing for four persons plus mili- 
tary uniforms and equipment for the 
warrant officer averages $40.00 per 
month. Adequate insurance must be 
had because there are little or no sav- 
ings to fall back on when the head of 
the family dies. This costs at least 
$20.00 per month. The monthly budget 
for the average family of four per- 
sons is given as follows:

You remark that the budget exactly 
balances the pay. Yes it does. An- 
alysis shows, however, that only shel- 
ter, food, clothing, and insurance are 
provided for. There is nothing left 
for those other things that make life 
worth living, sustain one’s morale and 
enable him to give good service to the 
Government. The laborer is worthy 
of his hire. The high standard of liv- 
ing set for citizens of this country calls 
for more than the bare necessities of 
life. In order to get some of the 
things against which the entry “noth- 
ing” is made in this budget some of 
the warrant officers have spent the 
savings accumulated in former years 
when they had served as noncommis- 
sioned officers and as officers during 
the World War. In the great major- 
ity of cases these savings have been 
consumed. Money has been borrowed 
on adjusted compensation certificates 
and on insurance policies. Money has 
also been borrowed outright to obtain 
some of these necessities. In many 
cases a boy or girl is being sent to 
high school or college on borrowed 
money. In some cases warrant officers 
have contributed to the support of a 
dependent mother, father, sister, or 
brother, in addition to supporting a 
wife and children. This support must 
come from their pay because no pro- 
vision is made in the case of warrant 
officers for the support of dependents. 
This has been an additional hardship 
for which there was no remedy. 


Cost When Retired. 


The cost of living for retired war- 
rant officers is practically the same 
as that for warrant officers on active 
service. The only difference is that 
they have much less to live on and, 
therefore, much less to live for. The 
retired pay of a warrant officer after 
reaching maximum active pay is 
$138.75 per month. This is only 57 
per cent of his active pay and allow- 
ances—not 75 per cent—as the lay- 
man might. think the retired warrant 
officer is generaly too old to obtain a 
position in civilian life and he may 
not, if retired, before reaching the age 
og 64, engage in selling to, or furnish- 
ing the War Department with sup- 
plies, either for himself or for others. 
Unless retired for disability he may 
not hold any other office with the Gov- 
ernment to which compensation is at- 
tached unless heretofore or hereafter 
specially authorized by law; the sal- 
ary or annual compensation attached 
to which amounts to the sum of $2,500. 
The retired warrant officer, being 
virtually deprived of the opportunity 
to add to his retired pay by working, 
is compelled to eke out a scanty ex- 
istence during the remaining few 
years of retirement ere he passes on. 
Pay Increase Recommended. 


The Board recommends in its sched- 
ule of proposed pay that warrant of- 
ficers, U. S. Army, other than the 
Army Mine Planter Service, receive 
a minimum base pay of $2,550 per an- 
num. This is in lieu of the present 
minimum base pay of $2,475 (includ- 
ing allowances) and amounts to about 
8 per cent increase.. The maximum 
pay recommended is $4,050 per an- 
num. This is in lieu of the present 
maximum pay of $2,919 (including al- 
lowances) by the addition of $150 per 
annum for every 3 years service up to 
380 years and amounts to an increase 
of 39 per cent. The mean increase of 
the proposed pay over the present pay 
is 21 per cent—surely a modest in- 
crease to remedy the serious condi- 
tions described here. 

Conclusion. 


The warrant grade, U. S. Army, 
other than Army Mine Planter Serv- 
ice, has been in existence nearly ten 
years. In that time it has made good 
and its members have demonstrated 
that it is an efficient working part of 
the Army. All warrant officers feel 
certain that Congress will grant the 
recommendations of the Interdepart- 
mental Board for adequate compensa-

Continue Efforts to Heal 
Breach Between Academies 


JRRESUMPTION of athletic relations 
between West Point and Annap- 
olis, with a post-season football game, 
the annual classic of the gridiron, is 
still unsettled. ; 

To date the efforts of Secretary 
Hurley and Acting Secretary Jahncke 
te bring them together on an amicable 
basis have been-unavailing and efforts 
are still being made to reconcile the 
fundamentally different viewpoints. 


In the negotiations that terminated 
late last fall, the “last word” was said 
by the Navy when a letter from Rear 
Adm. §S. S. Robison, Superintendent 
of the Naval Academy, suggesting 
still another “compromise” was un- 
answered. As a matter of fact the 
position taken by the authorities at 
West Point hardly its of any com- 
promise as their contention is based 
on the fundamental principle of equai 
opportunity for every cadet in sports, 
as well as in every phase of activities. 


On this basis they have stood firm- 
ly and the various suggestions for a 
middle ground agreement have come 
trom the Navy. With the military au- 
thorities standing pat it appears hope- 
to find any compromise of the diffi- 
less to expect thetwo secretaries 
culties that would be aceptable to 
West Point and obviously the White 
House is loath to settle the matter by 
the simple expedient of ordering thc 
teams to play. 

Another aspect that has probably 
been considered by the civilian heads 
and the White House is the fact that 
the expenditure of governmental funds 
is not involved in the service athletics, 
especially at the Naval Academy 
where the Athletic Association has 
financed the sports campaign by of- 
ficers throughout the service paying 
annual dues. If athletic expenditures 
were from governmental funds the 
problems would be considerably sim- 
plified. 

One suggestion advanced is that in- 
stead of orders to play instructions 
be issued that if the service academies 
are to engage in inter-collegiate sports 
they must accept the recognized inter- 
coliegiate rules. Obviously this would 
support the Navy’s contention and its 
impracticability is evident. 

In addition to the pressure from the 
outside, there is a desire in both ser- 
vices for a renewal of relations. This 
is especially true of the youngsters 
in both schools and it can be pre- 
dicted with almost certainty that a 
solution will be found and the game 
staged this fall.

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New C. of C. Noted Horseman 
N appointing Maj. Gen. Guy V. 
Henry as Chief of Cavalry, President 
Hoover selected one of the foremost 
horsemen of the Army to lead his 


Cavalry. 

The new Chief of Cavalry was born 
and reared a horse-soldier. His father, 
Maj. Gen. Guy Vernon Henry was @ 
distinguished cavalryman of the old 
school—a holder of the Medal of Hon- 
or—serving with distinction through- 
out the Civil War, several times brev- 
etted for gallant and meritorious 
service. 

The present Gen. Henry was long 
identified with the old mounted service 
school at Ft. Riley, Kans.—the fore- 
runner of our present Cavalry School 
—serving in the capacity of a student 
and later to serve several years as the 
Senior Instructor. Due to his energy 
and foresight the methods he insti- 
tuted at the old Riley school are con- 
tinued in effect throughout the mount- 
ed service to this day. 

Gen. Henry is largely responsible 
for elevating the standard of our Army 
equestrian matters and for the excel- 
lent showing made by our Army horse- 
men in all endeavors of mounted 
sport—be it hunting, polo, racing, 
steeplechasing, or horse-show exhibi- 
tions. Gen. Henry was prompt to 
realize the value of mounted sport as 
a military asset. 

Gen. Henry captained and led the 
first American Army horse-show team 
to cross the Atlantic and participate 
in international competition—this was 
at the Olympia, London, 1911. The 
following year 1912 at Stockholm, 
Sweden, Gen. Henry (then Captain, 
13th Cavalry), was intrusted with the 
training and development of the first 
American Army equestrian team _ to 
participate in the Olympic games. The 
showing made by Gen. Henry’s 1912 
American Army Olympic Team has 
set a high standard for subsequent 
teams—it has never been equalled. 

In this connection, it is interesting 
to note that in his capacity as Chief 
of Cavalry, Gen. Henry will be re- 
sponsible for the participation of the 
Army in the 1932 Olympic Games at 
Los Angeles, Calif. Twenty years will 
have elapsed since he led a team to 
Europe for its first taste of Olympic 
competition. 


“Not U. S. Monies” 


RATIONS savings funds, deposited 
by organizations at Ft. Bragg in 
a Fayetteville, N. C., bank which be- 
came insolvent, were not public monies, 
according to a recent JAGD opinion. 


While the United States has a con- 
tingent interest in the unexpended bal- 
ances of ration funds, in that training 
camp ration funds are returned to the 
Treasury after the encampment period 
and those of organizations in the event 
of disbandment, the funds are not de- 
posited to the credit of the United 
States except when so reverting, and 
the organization commanders retain 
control over them subject to the pro- 
visions of Army Regulations. Deposit 
in a designated depository is not re- 
quired. 


New Quarters For Ft. Meade 


AUTHORIZATION for the appro- 

priation of $120,000 for construc- 
tion at Ft. Meade, S. D., is provided 
for in a bill introduced in the Senate 
this week by Mr. McMaster. 


Four sets of officers’ quarters, cost- 
ing $50,000 will be built if the bill is 
enacted, as well as two sets of non- 
commissioned officers’ quarters at a 
cost of $56,000. The bill, S. 3971, has 
been referved to the Committee on Mili- 
tary Affairs.

Plan for Motor Show 


EVERAL civilian entries in the Mil- 

itary Motor Show, which will be held 
at Ft. Benning Apri] 22 and 23, have 
been made, according to Capt. James 
— who is in charge of the exhib- 
its. 
The Ft. Benning Military Motor 
Show, details of which were announced 
last week, is believed to be the first 
event of a similar character ever staged 
at an Army Post in the United States. 
The show will be under the auspices 
of the Second Battalion, First Tank 
Regiment, whose exhibits of motorized 
military fighting machines will be the 
dominant features of the affair. The 
51-ton heavy tanks and the 7-ton light 
tanks of the types which were used 
during the World War will be seen in 
comparison with recent models of light- 
er and faster tanks which are now in 
course of development by the Army. 
Among these latter will be the 23-ton 
medium A tank, and the 7%-ton T-1 
E-1 experimental tank. Another in- 
teresting development in motorized 
military equipment is the 5-ton cargo 
carrier, a rapid cross-country vehicle 
which can be used either to transport 
heavy loads of supplies or small groups 
of soldiers. Several interesting stunts 
in which tanks and other motor ve- 
hicles will compete with each other 
have been planned. 

A large part of the exhibition will 
be devoted to displays of commercial 
types of automobiles, both passenger 
and cargo carrying. 


Rebuke Unauthoritative 


AN investigation concluded after an 
officer formerly of his command 
had reported at a special service school 
having given ground for the belief 
that the officer had committed certain 
irregularities while under that com- 
mand, a Corps Area commander rec- 
ommended that he be tried by general 
court-martial under the 95th and 96th 
Articles of War. The commandant of 
the special service school concurred and 
recommended the restoration of the of- 
ficer to his former command for this 
trial. The Inspector General and The 
Adjutant General both directed the 
Corps Area commander to take appro- 
priate action in the case of the officer, 
and that in the event he should elect 
to bring him to trial orders would be 
issued re-transferring him to the com- 
mander’s jurisdiction. Thereupon the 
Corps Area commander issued an “ad- 
ministrative admonition” to the officer 
in question, based on the alleged of- 
fenses brought out in the investigation. 

The Judge Advocate General’s De- 
partment holds that the Corps Area 
commander was without authority to 
take disciplinary action against the of- 
ficer, who was outside of his jurisdic- 
tion and had not been properly brought 
back within it; that such action was 
not punishment under the 104th Ar- 
ticle of War; that even were it classi- 
fied as punishment legally administered 
under that Article of War it could 
not be used as a basis for a plea of 
former jeopardy in the event of trial 
for the more serious offense assigned 
as grounds for its administration. 

It was therefore recommended that 
the administrative admonition should 
be vacated, and that the papers in the 
ease should be referred to the Corps 
Area commander in whose territory 
the special service school is located. 


To Absorb Band Ratings 


Vacancies occurring hereafter in any 
Army band in the third, fourth, or 
fifth grades will not be filled so long 
as any privates. first class, in that 
band are still rated as specialists, first 
or second class, it has been announced. 
The vacancies that are not to be so 
filled will equal in each band the ag- 
gregate of the privates, first class, 
rated as specialists, first class, and as 
specialists, second class. 

It is explained that absorption of 
excess specialists’ ratings in these 
classes made little progress last year. 

As they are absorbed pursuant to 
the current instructions, promotions 
in equal numbers may be made in grade 
to fill the vacancies being held. They 
will be so made as to cause the pay 
requirements of each band to approxi- 
mate as nearly as practicable the pay 
requirements of the allotted grades 
and ratings. 

These instructions, however, will 
not prevent the promotion at any time 
of a specialist first or second class to 
the third, fourth or fifth grade when- 
ever vacancies occur therein. 











* Plan Great Army Spectacle 


Chicago (Special)—Maj. Gen. Frank 
Parker, commanding the 6th Corps 
Area, announced that arrangements 
have been completed with the Chicago 
South Park Commission for the use 
of the Grant Park stadium, Soldier 
Field, for a military tournament and 
exposition from June 21 to June 29. 

While details have not yet been 
completed it is indicated that the 
event is to be the most spectacular 
military demonstration ever staged in 
Chicago. Airplanes, tanks, artillery, 
infantry, cavalry, chemical warfare, 
signal corps—in fact, every combat- 
ant branch of the service, is to take 
part. 

Arrangements have been completed 
for the presentation of the historic 
Chateau Thierry action, utilizing a 
tremendous stage setting. In this pro- 
gram feature all branches of the serv- 
ice will be employed in close similar- 
ity to the actual conduct of this fa- 
mous engagement. Fireworks and 
searchlights will increase the realism 
and vividness of the spectacle. 

Arrangements are being completed 
for the participation in the tourna- 
ment of various large national groups 
in Chicago. Pageants, drills and other 
exercises in native costumes of the dif- 
ferent nationalities will be given on 
various evenings. More than 60 Army 
airplanes will take part in the air 
show. 

The entire receipts, above expenses, 
will go to the Army Relief Society. 





Signal Corps Notes 


AJ. SPENCER B. AKIN, Assist- 
ant Commandant, The Signal 
School, addressed the students of The 
Quartermaster Corps School March 17. 
The subject of the lecture was “Or- 
ganization and War Functions of The 
Signal Corps.” In this lecture Maj. 
Akin outlined the various duties 
charged to the Signal Corps and dis- 
cussed the organizations through which 
the Signal Corps would accomplish its 
mission. Maj. Akin stated that the 
relation of the Signal Corps to the 
rest of the Army was comparable to 
the relationship between the vast com- 
mercial communication companies of 
the United States and the genera] pub- 
lic. Maj. Akin discussed brifly the 
various agencies of Signal Communi- 
cation, explained in detail the pow- 
ers and limitations of each and de- 
scribed the organization of the Signal 
Supply Service. Maj. Akin concluded 
his lecture with an invitation to all 
present to visit The Signal School and 
inspect the various Signal Corps ac- 
tivities at that place. 


The Officers’ Class at The Signal 
School, March 21, visited the American 
Telephone and Telegraph Company’s 
short wave trans-oceanic radio sta- 
tion at Lawrenceville, N. J., and the 
Radio Corporation of America’s long 
wave station at New Brunswick, N. J. 
This trip concludes a series of in- 
spection trips which are made each 
year by the officers’ class to various 
industrial plants in New Jersey and 
New York. 








Disapprove Pay Forfeiture 


N the instance of a- private who 

while driving a Government truck 
under orders damaged a private car 
ahead of him when the latter was 
forced to stop and the private could 
not stop in sufficient time, the private 
having been adjudged negligent by the 
investigating officer for not maintain- 
ing a proper distance, and forfeited 
pay to meet the other car’s damage 
as a result of that judgment, the Judge 
Advocate General’s Department gives 
the opinion that the case does not come 
under the 105th Article of War. It is 
a case of simple negligence, with no 
implication of guilty intent. A refund 
of deducted pay is accordingly rec- 
ommended. 





Buy Coast Defense Tract 


AUTHORIZATION for the purchase 
of a tract of shore line on the At- 
lantic coast for coast defense instal- 
lation was asked in a letter sent to 
the Speaker of the House of Repre- 
sentatives by Secretary Hurley. 

The location of the land is not re- 
vealed other than it is the third of 
three tracts to be purchased by the War 
Department under a plan of coast line 
defense.

NORTHWESTERN U. TEACHERS GET 33 PER CENT PAY INCREASE. 
N VIEW of the prominence given the salary scale of college professors in the 
Bureau of Efficiency’s report on service pay, it is interesting to note tha} 
Northwestern University, Evanston, Ill, has just given an increase of 33 per 
cent in the salaries of members of its faculty at the college of liberal arts. 
The new salary scale recommended by President Walter Dill Scott, and ap- 
proved by the board of trustees, is as follows: Professors, $7,000 to $10,000; 
associate professors, $5,500 to $7,000; assistant professors, $4,000 to $5,000; in- 
structors, $2,400 to $3,500. 


MARINE CORPS PROMOTION BILL AND PUBLIC WORKS BILL BLOCKED. 
(CONSIDERATION of the Marine Corps personnel bill was blocked by Senator 

Smith Brookhart on April 1, when the Senate took up general legislation 
following the months of tariff debate. 

Under the unanimous consent rule, S. 551, which would put into effect 
a system of promotion similar to that in use in the Navy, was passed over when 
the Senator from Iowa objected to it coming up. He stated, “I have some very 
serious Objections to this system. I am not at all familiar with the provisions 
of the bill.” 

The Navy public works bill, S. 549, was also passed over when its number 
on the calendar was called. Senator Jones asked that it be held up. 











PENSION BILL FOR REGULAR SERVICE PASSES SENATE. 
[LEGISLATION increasing the pensions of soldiers and sailors of the Regular 
Army and Navy and their dependents was passed by the Senate, April 1. 
Senate bill, 958, which went through with a number of other pension bills last 
Monday, raises the level of pensions for personnel of the regular service to 
almost that given to veterans of the Civil, Spanish American and World Wars. 
Under existing law pensions of the veterans of wars are much higher than those 
of the Regular Army and Navy.

OUR Naval officers and one officer of the Marine Corps were qualified as aviat- 
ors at Pensacola as of Maren 20, it was announced recently. They are Lts. (jg)

DEFERRED REPORT ON FA SCHOOL SEEN 
NTELLIGENCES originating in well-advised channels indicate that the report 
of the board to study the location of the Field Artillery School, composed of 
Brig.

H. Bash, assistant to The Quartermaster General, and Lt. Col. William Bryden, 
executive officer, O. C. of FA, will not be made until September. 
The board last week pursued their investigations at Ft. Sill, the present 
location of the school and the only location it has had. 
It has become an accepted understanding in Washington that no change in 
the location of the school will be favored.

FORMER Rear Adm. Leigh C. Palmer has been announced as toastmaster at 
the dinner to be held May 31 by the Naval Academy Graduates’ Association 
in the Naval Academy, Annapolis. The Association, for the first time, has ex- 
tended an invitation to non-graduates of the Academy to attend the function. 

_ Adm. Palmer was graduated with the class of 1896. He became rear ad- 
miral August 16, 1916, when he was made chief of the Bureau of Navigation.

NEW PRIORITY LIST OF LEGISLATION PREPARED BY JAHNCKE 
CTING SECRETARY JAHNCKE submitted to the House Naval Affairs Com- 
- mittee this week a list of legislation which is before the committee, giving 
priority to certain bills. 

Three bills are put under the head of “Essential ”. ie. H. R. 
10041, extending the provisions of the staff equalization act of June 10, 1926, to 
allow the promotion of staff officers whose running mates have been promoted; 
H. R. 7934, for conservation of naval petroleum and oil-shale reserves; and H. R. 
5569, to allow the employment of retired officers of the Navy and Marine Carps 
by firms furnishing naval supplies or war material to the Goverment. 

A number of bills on the priority list which Secretary Adams referred to 
the committee at the beginning of this session of Congress, do not appear on the 
present list. Legislation providing for an airship base on the Pacific is not recom- 
mended by Mr. Jahncke in the list submitted this week, either in ‘that of essem 
tial or desirable provisions. 

Authorization for the modernization of the USS New Mexico, Mississippi 
and Idaho and for the installation of Diesel engines on the S-3, S-6, S-7 are not 
listed as either “essential” or “desirable” by Secretary Jahncke, though B ecm: 
on the essential list last December. Other bills not listed by Mr. Johncke, though 
on the former list, are: “To provide for the elimination from the active list of 
the Navy of certain officers of the staff corps who have not been selected for 
promotion”; “Granting accommodations to officers of high rank on ocean re 
and the bill to allow the Secretary of the Navy to fix the percentage of enlis 
pilots in the Navy. : 

The change of policy on the part of the Department as to these items may 
in part be laid at the door of the Bureau of the Budget, as many of the bills 
recommended by Secretary Adams had not been submitted to the Budget at. that 
time, and Mr. Jahncke no doubt had reports from the Budget on these bills 
before him when preparing the list. 





FLOATING POWERHOUSE SUGGESTED BY USE OF LEXINGTON. 
JLXxPERIMENTAL use of the aircraft carrier Lexington as a portable power 

house for the city of Seattle has resulted in a practical use of the idea and 
the possible development of a new business. Sale of the old steamship Jacona 
to the New England Public Service Company of Augusta, Maine, for a price of 
$25,000, was announced by the Shipping Board on April 2, with the understanding 
that a million dollars would be spent on her to convert her into a floating power 
plant. 
The announced intention of her purchasers is to equip her with two 10,000 
K. W. steam turbo generators of the oil burning type and four high pressure 
water tube boilers and to utilize the floating plant to transmit power to coast 
cities of Maine and New Hampshire for new industries in localities where power 
facilities are not available.

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Opposes Williams Bill 


(THE Navy Department is opposed 
to the bill to retire Lt. Alford J. 
Williams, Jr., USN, with the rank of 
captain, Acting Secretary Jahncke in- 
formed Chairman Britten of the House 
Naval Committee this week. 

“To single out Lt. Williams for spec- 
ial reward, while other officers are not 
similarly rewarded, would, it is felt, 
be a severe blow at Navy morale,” Mr. 
Jahncke states, pointing out that many 
other naval officers have contributed to 
the development of aerial tactics, aerial 
gunnery, operation of aircraft from 
carriers, aviation engines, and struc- 
ture. 

Although unquestionably one of the 
Navy’s best individual fliers, partieu- 
larly in acrobatic maneuvers and in 
racing, the Secretary declares, he has 
had no experience and consequently is 
not proficient in such essentials as the 
foregoing. 

The full text of the Secretary’s let- 
ter follows: 

My dear Mr. Chairman: 

Replying further to the Committee’s 
letter of March 15, 1930, transmitting 
the bill H. R. 10796, “For the advance- 
ment of Lieutenant Alford J. Williams, 
junior, U. S. Navy, to the grade of cap- 
tain on the retired list of the Navy” 
and requesting the views and recom- 
mendations of the Navy Department 
thereon, I have the honor to inform the 
Committee as follows: 

The purpose of the proposed legis- 
lation is to authorize the President to 
advance Lieutenant Alford J. Williams, 
Jr., U. S. Navy, to the grade of cap- 
tain on the retired list of the Navy 
with rank, pay and allowances, in rec- 
ognition of especially meritorious serv-

ices to the nation in his work in the 
aviation branch of the Naval Estab- 
lishment. 

The service record of Lieutenant Wil- 
liams shows that he enrolled as a sea- 
man second class, U. S. Naval Reserve 
Force, on November 10, 1917. He was 
commissioned Ensign, U. S. Naval Re- 
serve Force, December 10, 1918, and 
served continuously therein in the 
grades of Lieutenant, junior grade, 
and Lieutenant, until February 18, 
1922, when he accepted an appointment 
as Ensign, U. S. Navy. He was com- 
missioned a Lieutenant, junior grade, 
U. S. Navy, on September 13, 1923, 
and a Lieutenant, U. S. Navy, on Sep- 
tember 2, 1926. His resignation has 
been accepted effective May 8, 1930. 

A study of Lieutenant William’s ser- 
vice career shows that he has spe- 
cialized in individual flight and in rac- 
ing. He is unquestionably one of the 
Navy’s best individual fliers, particu- 
larly in acrobatic maneuvers and in 
racing, in which fields his work along 
with that of Lieutenants Rittenhouse, 
Irvine, Brow, Cuddihy - and _ others; 
brought great credit on the Navy. 
However, Lieutenant Williams has had 
no experience on sea duty or with or- 
ganized combatant units, either afloat 
or ashore, and, consequently, is not 
proficient in such essentials of military 
aviation as tactics and gunnery. 

In May, 1928, Lieutenant Williams 
engaged in a valuable study of invert- 
ed flight, the merit of which was rec- 
ognized by the award of a Distin- 
guished Flying Cross. 

The Navy Department considers that 
Lieutenant Williams has rendered con- 
spicuous service to the Navy and to 
the country in adding to the knowl- 
edge and safety of aviation in the 
fields of high speed flying and in acro- 
batics. In connection with the bill H. 
R. 10796, however, it is deemed perti- 
nent to the point out that in other fields 
the knowledge and safety of aviation 
have been advanced by notable achieve- 
ments. Many naval officers have con- 
tributed to the development of aerial 
tactics, aerial gunnery, operation of 
aircraft from carriers and other ships 
of the fleet, aviation engines (partic- 
ularly air-cooled engines), aircraft 
structure and lighter-than-air craft. To 
single out Lieutenant Williams for spec- 
ial reward as proposed by the bill 
H. R. 10796, while the other officers 
are not similarly rewarded, would, it 
is felt, be a severe blow at Navy mo- 
rale. 

In the opinion of the Navy Depart- 
ment, there is no justifiable warrant 
for placing Lieutenant Williams on the 
retired list. If he is to continue in the 
Navy and in naval work, he should re- 
main on the active list. If he does not 
desire to remain in the Navy, as is 
apparent from his resignation, yet if 
he desires to remain on naval work, 
his services may well be procured as 
a civilian expert. 

The retired list is by law reserved 
for officers (1) who have reached the 
retiring age of 64 years, (2) who have 
become disabled for further service by 
causes arising in the line of duty, (3) 
who apply for retirement after thirty 
years or more service, (4) who after 
long service have failed ‘of selection 
for promotion. In none of these classes 
falls Lieutenant Williams. 

Further, legislation removing an offi- 
cer from the active list in order to free 
him of his duties, placing him on the 
retired list, and promoting him three 
grades thereon, would appear unwar- 
ranted, except under the most excep- 
tional circumstances of heroism and 
service to the nation. Such circum- 
stances assuredly do not exist in this 
case of Lieutenant Williams. 

The bill H. R. 10796 if enacted into 
law, will result in an additional cost 
to the Navy of $3150 per annum. 

For the reasons set forth above, the 
Navy Department recommends against 
the enactment of the bill H. R. 10796.

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USNR Retirement Policy 


(THE Bureau of Navigation, in deter- 

mining which of the Naval Reserve 
Officers who are found not physically 
qualified for active duty shall be rec- 
ommended to the Secretary of the Navy 
for honorable discharge and which 
shall be recommended for the honorary 
retired list, will adopt the policy that 
all such officdrs shall be honoraby 
discharged unless there is some out- 
standing reason why they should be 
awarded the the honor of being placed 
on this special retired list. 

It is interesting to recall that at 
the recent Naval Reserve conference 
held at the Bureau there were two 
points of view brought out by the dis- 
cussions. One was that all officers 
found not physically qualified for ac- 
tive duty should be placed on the hon- 
orary retired list for the reasons that, 
they might be useful in time of war; 
they might feel better disposed toward 
the Navy and might aid it in numerous 
ways in civilian life, and in care of 
Merchant Marine Naval Reserve Of- 
ficers they might still be counted in the 
quota to qualify a ship to fly the Mer- 
chant Marine Naval Reserve Flag. 

The other view taken at the confer- 
ence, and the majority took this view, 
was that the honorary retired list was 
intended as a reward for long and 
faithful service and that an officer 
found physically disqualified should not 
be placed on this list unless he has had 
long or especially meritorious service. 
This view is that of the Bureau of 
Navigation. 

The bureau considers that’ officers 
of the following categories will have 
performed sufficiently meritorious serv- 
ice to warrant their being placed on 
the honorary retired list: 

(a) Officers who have had honor- 
able commissioned, warrant or enlisted 
service during any portion of the 
World War in any of the services, 

(b) Officers whose physical dis- 
qualifications are due to injuries re- 
ceived while performing active or train- 
ing duty. 

(c) Officers who have had a total of 
15 years’ meritorious, commissioned, 
warrant or enlisted service in any of 
the services provided the last four 
years of such service shall have been 
commissioned or warrant service in the 
Naval Reserve. 

(d) Other officers not covered in the 
preceding paragraph whose service 
while in the Naval Reserve is deemed 
to be of exceptionally outstanding 


. merit. 


It is the opinion of the Bureau that 
an officer might well have defects 
which would disqualify him for active 
sea duty, but which would not dis- 
qualify him for active duty on shore 
in the District.. In such a case it 
would be advisable to transfer such an 
officer from the Fleet or Volunteer 
General to Special Service—in which 
latter class he might be assigned, in the 
war organization of the Navy, to duty 
on shore only. In forwarding reports 
of quadrennial physical examinations 
for retention in the Naval Reserve, 
commandants have been informed to 
include in their forwarding endorse- 
ments appropriate recommendations, 
along the lines indicated. Sufficient 
data should be included in this for- 
warding endorsement to enable the Bu- 
reau to intelligently review each case 
in order to arrive at a proper decision.

Against Promotion 


ACTING Secretary Jahncke has ree 

ommended against the enactment 
of H. R. 10106, authorizing the Presj. 
dent to advance Capt. Washington Ir. 
vington Chambers, USN, to the rank 
of rear admiral on the retired list 
with the highest grade and pay of that 
rank, “in recognition of his meritori- 
ous pioneer services in establishing 
Naval Aviation under circumstances 
which inadvertently caused his prema 
ture retirement.” 

The Navy Department believes that 
the board of rear admirals and the ad- 
ministrative authorities reviewing the 
recommendations of that board were 
fully conversant with the qualifications 
of Capt. Chambers, when he was trans- 
ferred to the retired list, Mr. Jahncke 
states in his letter to the Naval Affairs 
Committee. While recognizing the ac. 
complishments of Capt. Chambers and 
the appreciating the character of his 
official record, the Department is no} 
at this late date able to conclude that 
his retirement was unjust or inequit 
able. he continued. 

Legislation was enacted in 1915 and 
again in 1916, which authorized the 
President to restore Capt. Chambers 
to the active list, but the authority 
was never invoked.

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ROA Convention 


VERSE, profuse, and elaborate en- 
tertainment, the characteristic off- 
ering of Los Angeles to national 
groups staging their meetings there, is 
being prepared for the convention of 
the Reserve Officers’ Association of the 
United States, to be held in that city 
from April 21 to 24. Swimming, golf, 
tennis, riding, dancing, bridge parties, 
teas, vaudeville, and observation of the 
filming of news reels are but a part 
of the program already worked out by 
the Los Angeles convention committee. 
All railroads in the United States 
have made a rate of fare and a half 
for members’ round trip to the conven- 
tion, it was announced at national head- 
rs this week. The concession 
was never made to the association 
lore. 

Prominent among the questions to be 
taken up at the convention will be the 
legislative program to which the as- 
sociation is to lend its support. 

The association has already placed 
itself emphatically on record in favor 
of Mr. James’ bills to create a Reserve 
Division in the War Department, and 
to define more clearly the status of a 
Reserve Officer. 

Necessity for the latter paramount 
definition became evident last year 
when it was held in a government de- 
partment that a Reserve Officer was an 
officer of the government. If this 
opinion were to be upheld, Reserve Offi- 
cers in the employ of the Federal Gov- 
ernment and many of the State govern- 
ments would be in an unconstitutional 
dual status position. 

The illness of Mr. James, and his 
consequent absence from the Military 
Affairs Committee, and the absence of 
Senator Reed at the naval conference 
have prevented any action to date on 
the above two bills. 

Another bill in which the associa- 
tion has expressed its interest — Mr. 
Speak’s bill to create a National Guard 
of the United States—will be the sub- 
ject of a committee hearing on April 
14. Other legislation, to which the 
present session of the 7ist Congress 
may not be able to give its attention, 
and which is expected to be the sub- 
ject of convention discussion, is: 

A provision of law increasing the 
mileage of Reserve Officers on duty 
for fifteen days or less from four to 
eight cents per mile. 

Necessary legislation in the form 
of amendments or separate bills to pro- 
vide funds with which to operate the 
Reserve Division for the War Depart- 
ment in the event of the establishment 
of that Division. 

Amendments to the War Depart- 
ment Appropriation Bill transferring 
all costs of the maintenance of the 
Regular Army Air Corps, from the ap- 
propriations for the Organized Re- 
serves to those for the support of the 
Regular Army.

Gen. Fries Lauds Planes

reviewed by the distinguished aker, 
who pointed out that Army officers 
are not endeavoring to invent new 
weapons but are seeking more effec- 
tive means for using those already in 
service. 

“The airplane has made nations the 
battlefield,” Gen. Fries said, “and 
there is no battle line except the na- 
tions. In the future any nation with 
control of the air can win a war, and 
all hell can’t stop it!” he exclaimed. 
“The airplanes can deliver explosives 
and ammunition with the necessary 

. Anti-aircraft weapons have 
only made the airplane swifter and 
able to fly higher, and it will continue 
to be improved.” 

The World War was respousible for 
the swiftest changes in warfare, ac- 
cording to Gen. Fries. “Gas,” he said, 
“was one of the first of the successful 
new weapons introduced in the World 
War. The greatest chance the Ger- 
mans had of winning the war,” he de- 
clared, “was in the initial attack with 
chlorine gas. After the chlorine gas 
came the mustard gas. The Germans 
might have won the war with mustard 
gas if they had reserved its use until 
the proper time.” 

Gen. Fries denounced the popular 
opinion that gases were developed by 
chemists especially for use in warfare. 
He said that the same gases which 
were used during the World War were 
discovered hundreds of years ago by 
scientists seeking to develop commer- 
cial products from coal tar. 

“Gas,” the general declared,” “is an 
ordinary chemical, and any ordinary 
chemical is deadly if you get enough 
of it. Gas leaves no after effect and 
does not cause tuberculosis regardless 
of theories that it does. Carbon 
monoxide gas, which is the exhaust 
from automobiles, kills ten times as 
many persons in the United States 
every year as were killed by gas dur- 
ing the World War.” 

The tank will be a powerful element 
in future wars, according to the opin- 
ion of Gen. Fries. “The tank is the 
battleship of the infantry on the 
ground,” he told his audience, “and it 
will have to be reckoned with. It will 
get men to the front quickly. Already 
there have been improvements in 
tanks. They are bullet-proof and 
speedy, and they will be made water- 
proof. Motorized traffic also will 
play a most important part.” 


Two CMTC Quotas Filled 


Governors Island (Special) —The 
Citizens’ Military Training Camps to 
be conducted at Fts. Hancock and 
Monmouth this summer were, on 
March 29, ordered closed to further 
enrollment by Maj. Gen. Hanson E. 
Ely, commanding the 2nd Corps Area, 
following four weeks of record-break- 
ing response from volunteers in all 
parts of New York State, New Jersey, 
and Delaware. 

Five thousand young men have been 
accepted already for the CMT Cam 
of this Army Area, filling five of the 
eight encampments scheduled, Gen. 
Ely said. Plattsburg, opening July 2, 
and Camp Dix, opening July 15, the 
two largest of the coming camps, and 
Ft. Niagara, opening July 2, still have 
openings. These three are basic and 
infantry camps. 











War Department appropriation bill to 
be trained during the next fiscal year, 
will also probably be sought. 
Commenting on the great aerial 
demonstration to be staged in Los An- 
geles on April 24 by planes from the 
Mather Field maneuvers, Maj. Ernest 
F. Hanson, chairman. of the conven- 
tion committee, has declared: 
“Although the date has not been 
definitely confirmed by the War De- 
partment, we have been informally ad- 
vised that the planes will be here on 
the 24th. Los Angeles has been as- 
sured that immediately upon the com- 
pletion of these maneuvers, the entire 
concentration would head for this city 
and that here they would put on a 
complete program covering all phases 
of combat tactics. These will embrace 
ground strafing by the powerful for- 
mation of 18 ships as close as 25 feet 
from the ground—hopping over trees 
and houses, loosing- their bombs over 
a designated target and twisting up- 
ward and away with the pilot firing 
the ship’s four forward machine guns 
and the gunner-bomber in the rear

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“In the light of the fact that the cost of living, based on the Department 
of Labor figures, has increased approximately 104 per cent since the passage 
of the last joint pay dill and in order to retain the services of officers and 
enlisted men of ability and valuable qualities, the Chamber of Commerce of 
the State of Oklahoma deems it essential that such men be compensated in 
accordance with their worth and with regard to the American standard of living.” 


HE SENATE LEGISLATIVE program for the remainder of the session does 

not include the item of an increase in service pay. We are not surprised. 

It has been evident for some weeks that nothing could be hoped for in the way 

of action until the next session. The lengthy debate on the tariff, the doubt as 

to what might be accomplished at the London disarmanent conference, the neces- 

sity of thorough study by the Joint Congressional Pay Commission—all these 
factors made for delay. 








But WE INSIST this delay, while preventing that immediate relief which is 
so essential to the contentment and consequently the efficiency of the Serv- 
ices, will have its compensations. It will enable that thorough study of the pay 
situation which is sought by the personnel of the Regular Establishments, and 
which can have but one result—absolute confirmation of the findings of the 
Interdepartmental Pay Board. When Senator Reed shall have returned from 
London we may expect the Congressional Commission to hold hearings. Doubt- 
less, these will continue during the remainder of the session. 





AFTER CONGRESS SHALL have adjourned, probably in June, in order that 

Senators and Congressmen can prosecute their campaigns for reelection, 
we anticipate the Commission will begin the preparation of its report and bill. 
We express the sentiment of the patriotic and business organizations of the 
country when we forecast the termination of the Commission’s work before Con- 
gress shall reassemble in December. We believe the Commissioners will do their 
best to present unanimous conclusions—we sincerely hope so. In this case, there 
should be no delay in the enactment of the enabling legislation. 





i THE MEANTIME, friends of the Services should permit no relaxation of 

their activity. It continues to be a matter of satisfaction that every organ- 
ization, which has considered the pay increase question, has adopted a resolu- 
tion demanding that the officers and men, both active and retired, shall receive 
a compensation that will enable them to live decently. In the face of such unan- 
imity, which we respectfully call to the attention of the Congressional Commis- 
sion, it is obvious there is a generally wide knowledge of the facts and an ex- 
pectation that the Commission will not fail to deal squarely on the face of them. 





ANOTHER STUDY CONGRESS will make, and which is a welcome action in 
connection with our National Defense, is that of the desirability of the uni- 
versal draft. We anticipate, in view of the consideration given the matter by 
the House this week, the creation of a commission to prosecute the investigation. 
It is obvious, from the unwillingness shown by the Powers participating in the 
London conference to disarm, that the world continues to be filled with hatreds 
and suspicions, and preparation for possible emergencies in the future are clearly 
desirable. Moreover, the establishment of definite policies at this time will pre- 
vent the confusion and disaster which usually befall a democracy when war is 
thrust upon it. 





ie IS NOW PLAIN that the London conference has done nothing for peace, but 

has developed international irritation and suspicion, which are among the 
causes of war. The United States, as a result of the confusion arising from the 
discussion of a “consultative” pact, is under the charge of making proposals 
which it did not mean. France is accusing Great Britain of bad faith. Italy is 
wondering why France persists in denying her naval equality, and France is 
wondering for what purpose Italy wants it. The Japanese Government has 
taken several weeks for the consideration of the agreement reached in London 
by its representatives and Senator Reed, and, of course, has been studying the 
effect of the agreement upon its interests in the Pacific and the Far East. 





(THEN, TOO, THE QUESTION of naval disarmament has been dwarfed by the 

political discussion which has occurred. The problem of security, as devel- 
opments have shown, is the problem of selfish interests and politics. France 
wants, as a solution, allowances with teeth in them. We had thought 
that the great war had established the vicious character of such 
alliances, but what statesmen conceive to be national interest has caused them 
to do everything in their power to make more offensive and defensive agreements. 
Apparently France is not satisfied with the arrangements in force, and they in- 
clude an understanding with England for an exchange of naval information, and 
for that reason is seeking to add to her strength by a hard and fast convention. 
The British public does not seem to be in sympathy with the idea, and conse- 
quently France will be disappointed. We would like to add that such a con- 
vention certainly would not be in the interest of the United States. The Anglo- 
French naval understanding could come into operation against us under conceiv- 
able circumstances. If Great Britain desires to relieve American suspicion, we 
suggest she cancel this understanding. 





W E note that Secretary Adams is spending his play time in London at the 

side of the lake in Kensington Gardens, where he is operating yacht models. 
It is apparent the Secretary cannot keep away from the water and his favorite 
sport, yachting. With him in London, we are reasonably sure the American 
fleet will not be put in a position of inferiority, whatever the outcome. We 
believe the Secretary would surrender his portfolio rather than sign an instru- 
ment which in his view would be harmful to American sea defense. Moreover, 
as the Service knows, the Secretary not only wants ships but above all he wants 
contented men. It was this conviction that was responsible for his support of 
the Interdepartmental Pay Board and its recommendations. We hope Mr. Adams 
will get ample amusement from the sport in which he is indulging in London, 
and we suggest that when he comes back he operate the models of vessels in the 
Navy Department on the lagoon in front of the Lincoln Memorial. We would be 
glad to watch him and even to hold the tow-ropes, if he will permit.

Want Upkeep Costs 


DRAFT of a bill has been sub- 

mitted to the Military Committees 
of the Senate and House, to allow por- 
tions of rentals paid by private per- 
sons and firms and other governmental 
departments for property under the 
jurisdiction of the War Department to 
be credited to the appropriations for 
the maintenance and upkeep of the 
property rented. 

The necessity for the legislation has 
been brought about by a decision of the 
Comptroller General to the effect that 
after June 30, 1930, the total rental of 
property of War Department must be 
paid directly into the Treasury, with- 
out any allowance to the Army for up- 
keep and maintenance of the property. 
At present the Department is credited 
with such an allowance. 

Beginning with the next fiscal year, 
deductions from the funds allotted to 
the Quartermaster General for main- 
tenance of stations used by the Army 
will have to be made unless legisla- 
tion is enacted. This would probably 
cost annually about $122,000, the Sec- 
retary of War states and would mate- 
rially curtail the necessary repair and 
upkeep work. 





Favors Nautical School 


ACTING Secretary of the Navy 
Jahncke has recommended in favor 
of the enactment of H. R. 8139, pro- 
viding for the establishment of a 
nautical school at New Orleans. 

“The Navy Department,” states Mr. 
Jahncke, “considers any proper exten- 
sion of the education of the young men 
of the country in the way of the sea 
is.to the advantage of the Navy.” 

Unless nautical education -is_ en- 
couraged,.continues the Secretary, the 
Nation will be considerably embar- 
rassed in time of war to find officers 
and men of the necessary training to 
man the enlarged merchant marine. 
It is understood that the legislature of 
Louisiana is anxious to pass legisla- 
tion to grant State aid for a nautical 
school if Congress authorizes its es- 
tablishment.

A™MMUNITION that may be expended 
in local tryouts for the teams to 
represent the arms in the 1930 Na- 
tional Rifle Matches at Camp Perry 
have been prescribed by the War De- 
partment as follows: 


Caliber .30, M-1—3600 rounds per 
regiment or a proportionate number 
for a separate or detached battalion or 
smaller unit; Caliber .45—300 rounds 
per man, for not to exceed 10 men per 
regiment or a proportionate number 
thereof for a separate or detached bat- 
talion or smaller unit. 


Such quantities ‘of caliber .22 long 
rifle ammunition as are desired may 
substituted for any part of the allow- 
ance of caliber .30 and caliber .45. 


In order that the chiefs of arms may 
obtain the necessary information to se- 
lect competitors, they are authorized 
to correspond directly with regimental 
commanders. When requested, unit 
commanders will recommend competi- 
tors to attend the tryout, stating their 
views as to their availability.

Typical case, Lt. X, with 8 years 
commissioned service, no quarters fur- 
nished, pay $220.00 (including $18.00 
allowance for dependents), allowance 
to rent quarters $60.00. Total, 
$280.00. 

Lt. X is married and has two chil- 
dren.

Let us assume that the budget for 


food, clothing, shelter and insurance 
have beén set aside to cover’ these 
items. Let us assume that 4 per cent 
or the investment item during 8 years 
commissioned service has been used to 
pay the $1,000.00 initial investment of 
the officer in necessary military equip- 
ment and is now going to pay initial 
investment in household equipment 
upon his marriage. 

Lt. X has a balance of $30.80 for 
operating and $19.60 for development, 
a total of $50.40. A casual inspection 
immediately shows that the demands 
on this officer more than use up this 
fifty dollars and forty cents.

No mention has been made above of 
the many unexpected expenses which 
arise to embarrass an officer. Here is 
one actual case: Mother of Lt. X 
died on Western Coast, necessitating 
trip to California from East Coast. 
Shortly after returning he had to pay 
for a day and night nurse for his wife 
in post hospital, sufficient nurses not 
being available at the hospital. It will 
take him years to get out of debt. 

Surely both soldier and officer have 

a moral right to expect pay sufficient 
to cover necessities, to cover develop- 
ment of himself and children and to 
set aside something for such unex- 
pected demands as actually happened 
to a certain Lt. and which are men- 
tioned in Paragraph above. 
_ Of course Lt. X cannot meet the ob- 
ligations unless he has an independ- 
ent income, but it is certainly obvious, 
enralees of what budget he arranges, 
the demands are such as to make liv- 
ing a matter of constant worry as to 
how to pay the bills.

Universal Draft Bill 


ONSIDERABLE interest has been 

aroused by the action of the House 
of Representatives in passing, this 
week, the resolution designed to have 
a study and report made on the so- 
called Universal Draft, a proposal 
which has been urged since the war by 
the American Legion and many lead- 
ers in public life. 

In leading the debate for the resolu- 
tion (H.J. Res. 251) to promote peace 
and to equalize the burdens and to mini- 
mize the profits of war, reported by 
Chairman Snell from the Rules Com- 
mittee, Hon. J. M. Wainwright, a for- 
mer Assistant Secretary of War, with 
an outstanding record as an officer 
during the war, made a statement that 
quoted the Republican and Democratic 
platforms, Presidents Harding, Cool- 
idge and Hoover, as well as leading cit- 
izens, as favoring such a move. Mr. 
Wainwright gave two reasons for the 
legislation as being (1) in order to 
wage a major war successfully it is 
necessary to mobilize not only an army 
but the whole nation as well; (2) to 
keep down the cost of war and avoid 
unfairness and inequality in sharing 
its grievous burden all profiteering 
must be. prevented, and the price of 
everything, including labor, stabilized 
at the outset and drastically regulated 
and controlled throught the war. In 
closing Mr. Wainwright made a strong 
appeal when he said, “Mr. Chairman, 
because the ultimate effect of this reso- 
lution is so sound from the standpoint 
of national defense, because it is so 
desirable from the standpoint of min- 
imizing the costs of war, because it is 
so just and fair from the standpoint of 
distributing fairly the burden of war, 
because, and above all, it should be so 
effective in keeping us at peace and 
out of war, and, lastly, because of the 
patriotic impulse on which it rests and 
the weight of authority and sound 
judgment with which it comes to us, we 
should pass this resolution. Today we 
may be basking in the sunshine of 
peace and contentment, but tomorrow 
we may be struggling in the throes of 
a bitter, bloody war. This is no trite 
statement, but the lesson which should 
have been burned into us by all the 
history and experience of the past, to 
which history and experience we are 
no strangers. So it behooves us, 
charged as we are with a sacred trust, 
profiting from our recent experience, 
to make this provision for the national 
defense.” 

Mr. Johnson, of South Dakota, who 
has introduced bills in each Congress 
since his return from the war, gave a 
history of his efforts, and asserted his 
continued support of legislation that 
would carry out the proposition rather 
than the study of it. Mr. Quin, the 
ranking minority leader of the Mili- 
tary Affairs Committee, made a stout 
argument against such legislation, as 
did several others. 

The resolution as introduced pro- 
vided for the naming of a commission 
to consist of four members of the Sen- 
ate, four of the House, five Cabinet 
officers, and five citizens representing 
labor, industry, capital, agriculture and 
the professions. It was amended to 
provide only for the naming of the five 
Cabinet officers and the Attorney Gen- 


eral and members of the. House and | 


Senate; providing also that the com- 
mission shall not consider and report 
upon the conscription of labor, but 
shall study and consider whether the 
Constitution should be amended to pro- 
vide for the taking of private property 
for public use without profit during 
war. Other amendments in various in- 
stances were also adopted, so that the 
resolution as agreed to reads as fol- 
lows: 

In view of the fact that this legisla- 
tion has been pending in Congress for 
all the years since the World War, and 
that the only action ever taken before 
was the favorable report by the Mili- 
tary Affairs Committee of the McSwain 
resolution of similar character during 
the Sixty-eighth Congress, the passage 
of this resolution marks a real step 
forward in the accomplishment of a 
measure of preparedness that will en- 
able this nation to be ready within a 
reasonable time to throw every re- 
source into any possible struggle, and 
at the same time insure to the citizen- 
ry an equal opportunity and guarantee 
that all resources of every nature will 
be placed at the disposal of the Gov- 
ernment on a basis of equality. Doubt- 
less this evidence of the ‘desire on the 
part of the House of Representatives 
at least to insure an effort to provide 
ways and means to profit by the les- 
sons of the World War will be grat- 
ifying to those who have dedicated their 
lives to the study and actual prepared- 
ness for national defense. 
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New Medals Proposed 


HE creation of two medals for the 

rewarding of valor and service in 
the Army, National Guard, and Or- 
ganized Reserves is the subject of a 
introduced in the House last Mon- 
ay. 

Provision is made in the bill, H. R. 
11236, introduced by Mr. McSwain, for 
the setting up of a board, to be known 
as the Board of Awards and Decora- 
tions which will consider recommenda- 
tions for awards and decide as to them. 

The decorations which the bill pro- 
vides are to be awarded by the Secre- 
tary of War in the name of the Presi- 
dent and may be given either in peace 
or war. One will be known as the sol- 
dier’s hero medal, to be awarded to 
any officer or enlisted man of the Regu- 
lar Army, National Guard, or Organ- 
ized Reserves “who shall risk his own 
life in seeking to save the life of an- 
other person, or shall risk his own life 
in defending, preserving or saving 
governmental property.” 

Reward for any outstanding service 
in science, literature, or art, or to the 
cause of world peace, or toward pro- 
moting the efficiency and economy’ of 
the national defense, is provided for 
in the “soldier’s medal of merit,” 
which may be given to any one eligible 
for “soldier’s hero medal.” 

Applications for the award of the 
medals may be submitted to the “Board 
of Awards and Decorations” by any 
person, together with the facts of the 
case, and the Board shall either grant 
or deny the recommendation, its action 
being final. 

By the terms of the bill, the Chief 


of Staff of the Army would be presi-- 


dent of the Board, with one officer 
and one enlisted man of the Regular 
Army, National Guard and Organized 
Reserves each. Five of the seven 
members of the Board must concur in 
rendering any award.

PPROPRIATION for the payment 
of claims arising out of the ex- 
plosion at the naval ammunition depot 
at Lake Denmark, in 1926, is provided 
by the terms of a bill introduced in the 
House. 

The sum of $33,346.56 is to be sup- 
plied by the bill to make payment of 
claims for property damage, death, or 
personal injury to thé respective per- 
sons and the amounts as recommended 
by the Comptroller General of the 
United States, as set forth in House 
Document 321. The bill, numbered 
H. R. 11015, has been referred to the 
Committee on Claims.

Against Lankford Bill 


REPORTING on the Lankford bill to 

allow retired officers of the Army 
and Navy to act as attorneys in claims 
against or negotiations with the Gov- 
ernment, Acting Secretary of War 
Davison states that the War Depart- 
ment does not favor its enactment as 
it removes restrictions existing against 
only a portion of retired officers when 
what is needed is the general removal 
of restrictions. _ 

The War Department favors, Mr. 
Davison says, the removal of all re- 
strictions except that contained in Sec- 
tion 190 of the Revised Statutes, which 
prohibits the prosecution of a claim 
against the Government by a retired 
officer who has worked on the claim 
for the Government while on active duty 
within two years after leaving active 
service. Legislation to this end is con- 
tainedin S. 4. the Army promotion bill, 
it is pointed out.

A-30372. (S) Medical treatment— 
Officers’ Reserve Corps—Treatment 
after arrival home from active duty— 
Pay. 

Civil medical and hospital treatment 
may be procured by members of the 
Officers’ Reserve Corps at Govern- 
ment expense under the act of April 
26, 1928, 45 Stat. 461, only where ap- 
propriate Army authority therefor is 
obtained in advance. 

Where a member of the Officers’ 
Reserve Corps, who has returned to his 
home after release from active duty, 
procures civilian medical and hospital 
treatment on his own initiative for 
dsiease or illness alleged to have had 
its inception during his period of 
active duty, but the first symptoms of 
which became evident after arrival at 
home, he is not entitled to pay and al 
lowances under the act of April 26, 45

what he believed would happen if Con- 
gress gave up the consideration of the 
subject to a body partially composed of 
private persons. 

There is sure to be a report advo- 
cating compulsory militury training, 
Mr. McClintic declares, “and for the 
reason that such a program is favored 
by the military powers of our Govern- 
ment, I say that the same kind of 
propaganda will be put forth in favor 
of such a program as is now being 
circulated throughout the Nation in 
favor of what is known as the joint 
pay bill.” 

In this connection the Representative 
quoted from a monthly Army maga- 
zine, which offered and distributed 
printed letters advocating higher pay 
for the services, to any one who would 
address the letters to their friends. 

In addition, he charged, committees 
and individuals are bringing every kind 
of pressure to bear on commercial 
clubs and other organizations to get 
them to write to members of Congress 
advocating pay legislation. It is un- 
fortunate that “there is in this country 
a lot of officers connected with com- 
mercial clubs that will indorse anything 
without giving the subject proper 
study,” he stated. 

“I am in favor of helping enlisted 
men and some of the non-commissioned 
officers; however, as I view it, there is 
no justification for any such increase 
as 1S recommended in the _ so-called 
Army and Navy pay bill,” Mr. Me- 
Clintic affirmed. 

He then read a copy of a letter he 
had written to the secretary of the 
Chamber of Commerce of Oklahoma, 
in reference to a resolution passed by 
the chamber favoring increased pay 
for the services. The letter follows: 
“Hon. W. B. Estes, 

“Secretary Chamber of Commerce, 
Oklahoma City, Okla. 

“Dear Mr. Estes: I desire to ac- 
knowledge the receipt of your letter in 
which you indorse a recommendation 
made by certain interested individuals 
comprising a board of their own choos- 
ing for the purpose of raising their 
own salaries, called a joint interdepart- 
mental board.

Would Buy Timber 


(THE WAR DEPARTMENT has writ- 

ten to the Heuse Committee on Mili- 
tary Affairs explaining its request. to 
introduce the bill (H. R. 11102) author- 
izing the Secretary of War to acquire 
the timber rights of Gigling Field 
Artillery target range (near Monterey, 
Calif.). 

In view of the developmant regard- 
ing the effectiveness of aircraft ob- 
servation work, it is stated, the ad- 
vantages of trees as a screen becomes 
increasingly important, and the large 
oak trees on the land in question are 
particularly valuable in this connec- 
tion. 

When the land was purchased by the 
Government the timber rights were re- 
served. Most of the merchantable 
growth has been cut, and the former 
owners have indicated a _ willingness 
to cede the lumber reservation. 

The estimated cost is $25,000.

ant colonels and majors might be re- 
tired with slightly less than 75 per 
cent (after less than 30 years’ service), 
but in general they would approach 
closely these maximum rates. 


“When-you compare the amount that 
would be given to retired officers accord- 
ing to their own report with the 
amount of compensation veterans of 
the World War are receiving and the 
amount of pensions being paid to 
those who have performed honorable 
service in other wars, it would seem 
that this movement is a raid on the 
Treasury, as it will require an increase 
in the way of appropriations of more 
than $85,000,000 per year. 

“President Hoover in his first mes- 
sage to Congress called attention to 
the fact that the officers in our Army 
and Navy are the highest paid of any 
nation in the world. When you take 
into consideration that the base pay of 
an admiral is about $8,000, and in ad- 
dition they get free house rent, or an 
allowance for same; free mileage when 
traveling on a train; free medical and 
hospital service, longevity pay; free 
automobiles and chauffeurs; ‘the privi- 
lege of having furniture and supplies 
moved from one post to another without 
charge; the privilege of buying their 
groceries at cost in canteens; free gaso- 
line for their cars, and many other re- 
ductions, which if added up into sums 
of money would amount to more than 
$2,500 per year for some classes, it is 
very evident that the pay is sufficiently 
high, as it was demonstrated to the 
satisfaction of all that civilians during 
the World War could be trained in a 
few months in such a way as to per- 
form services that- were in some in- 
stances superior to the kind performed 
by those in the regular military serv- 
ice. Whenever this Congress pays the 
Army and Navy forces salaries ex- 
ceeding civil employes, then immedi- 
ately they rate themselves accordingly, 
which, in my opinion, may bring about 
a situation that will not be best for 
the nation as a whole. 

“Therefore I do not think you had a 
proper understanding of this report or 
you wouldn’t have recommended th 
same in toto. . 

“I am sending a copy of this letter 
to each member of the Oklahoma dele- 
gation, as I certainly am not in accord 
with your views on this subject and 
will never vote for a bill that makes 
such an unjust discrimination between 
admirals, generals and privates.

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Army Day Celebration 
ROCLAIMING to the world the 
ideals of the United States Army, 

Regulars, National Guardsmen, Reserv- 
ists and veteran and patriotic organiza- 
tions today will observe Army Day 
throughout the United States and its 
possessions. Wherever there is an 
Army post, the day will have fitting 
observance. 

The largest single celebration prob- 
ably will be in New York, where Fifth 
Avenue again will resound to the 
marching feet of “doughboys” and the 
cheers of Army supporters. In the 
Nation’s Capital the celebration will 
not be quite so gigantic, but here as 
well as in the other Army centers of 
the country the true sentiment of the 
day will be expressed with solemn 
services. 

Army Day will be observed today 
for the third time under the auspices 
of the Military Order of the World 
War in an effort to awaken the coun- 
try to the fact that the Army is not 
alone a wartime organization, but is 
also as effective a factor in the con- 
duct of the Nation in peace time. The 
peace-time duties of the Army will be 
stressed in virtually all of the celebra- 
tions. 

President Hoover, under date of 
April 5, sent the following Army Day 
greeting to Rear Adm. T. J. Cowie, 
comander-in-chief of the Military Or- 
der of the World War: 

“The great citizen components of the 
Army of the United States constitute 
an organized expression of patriotic 
citizenship. On Army Day I wish to 
express the gratitude of the nation to 
those who exposed their lives to the 
dangers of the battleground and those 
who fell in defense of our national 
ideals.” 

Maj. Gen. Hanson E. Ely, “Ely of 
Cantigny,” who is now commanding 
general of the Second Corps Area at 
Governors Island, will ride as grand 
marshal in the New York parade. 

Sixteen thousand officers of the 
Army Reserve have been requested to 
participate by Gen. Ely. They will be 
led by Brig. Gen. Cornelius Vander- 
bilt, commander of the 77th Division. 
With Gen. Vanderbilt will be Brig. 
Gen. Howard S. Borden, commanding 
the Coast Artillery section of Reserves 
and Brig. Gen. John Ross _ Delafield, 
who will head the third column of Re- 
servists. 

Regular Army troops from Brook- 
lyn and other nearby posts will march 
in the parade, with Maj. Gen. Briant H. 
Wells, new commander of the First 
Division, heading the Regulars. 

Army troops will march as a com- 
posite section, with Brig. Gen. Otho 
B. Rosenbaum, USA, from Ft. Wads- 
worth, S. L., in command of the First 
Brigade. Col. Albert S. Williams, Inf., 
USA, will lead the 16th U. S. Infantry 
from Governors Island and Ft. Wads- 
worth, S. I., and Col. William B. Gra- 
ham, Inf., USA, will ride at the head 
of the 18th U. S. Infantry from Ft. 
Hamilton, Brooklyn, and Ft. Schuyler, 
the Bronx. 

Brig. Gen. John J. Byrne will com- 
mand the National Guard troops in the 
parade. The mounted color guard of 
the Kings County American Legion 
will lead the more than 30 posts of that 
organization. 

Members of the Military Order of 
the World War, which sponsored the 
first observance of Army Day, will lead 
the column. 

In the reviewing stand at 64th 
Street will be Mayor James J. Walker 
of New York, as guest of honor. Be- 
side him will be former Pvt. George 
Clarke, of 7002 Ridge Boulevard, 
Brooklyn, who will be presented with 
the Distinguished Service Cross for 
“extraordinary heroism in action on the 
Western Front in the World War.” The 
cross is awarded for his heroism in dis- 
regarding his own safety to rescue 
wounded men from the path of a smoke 
blinded tank, Sept. 29, 1918. 

The climax of Cincinnati’s celebra- 
tion of Army Day will be reached when 
Maj. Gen. I. Thord-Gray, and Brig. 
Gen. Peter E. Traub will review the 
garrison at Ft. Thomas. Col. Frederick 
S. Young is in command of the troops 
at the fort. 

In Washington the celebration will 
be held on the steps of the State, War. 
and Navy Building. The Army Band

Financial Digest 
DESPITE the severe recession in 
the closing months the past year 
as a whole was one of the most profit- 
able ever enjoyed by American corpo- 
rations,” a recent bulletin of the G. 
M. P. Murphy Co. states. 

They comment as follows: “The 
gain in 1929 was shared by a large 
number of industries. Of the fifty- 
four industrial groups included in the 
compilation mentioned only eleven 
earned less than in 1928 and of these 
eleven only three had actual deficits. 
Among the eleven, however, was the 
automobile group which in volume of 
profits was exceeded only by the pe- 
troleum and iron and steel groups. 

“Forty-three iron and steel compan- 

ies showed an increase in profits of 
66 per cent or $150,000,000. This was 
the largest dollar gain of any group 
and a percentage increase nearly twice 
that of 1928 over 1927. Notwithstand- 
ing rather unsettled conditions which 
prevailed during the year in the pe- 
troleum industry, forty-four com- 
panies earned a net profit of 16 per 
cent greater than in 1928; it is be- 
lieved that the reports of several of 
the larger companies yet to be pub- 
lished will not decrease this percent- 
age. 
_ “The results of the several subdivis- 
ions of the merchandise group are of 
particular interest. Wholesale mer- 
chandise, mail order and department 
store groups all had lower net profits 
than in 1928, but chain stores showed 
an increase of 9.7 per cent. This in- 
crease, however, was approximately 
only 60 per cent of the gain from 1927 
to 1928. 

“Other industrial groups which had 
appreciable increases in profits were: 
Aviation, 62 per cent; railway equip- 
ment, 44 per cent; dairy products, 50 
per cent; office equipment, 28 per cent; 
agricultural implements, 28 per cent. 
_ “The groups with lower earnings 
in addition to those previously men- 
tioned include sugar, fertilizer and 
meat packing.”

Briefly the cost of living has far out- 
stripped the pay. This has decreased 
by several per cent while the cost of 
living has increased 100 per cent. The 
revision of 1922 did not remedy the 
situation but undertook to meet the 
problem by adding on to the payment 
of officers with dependents and the 
injection of the principle of length of 
service regardless of rank. Though 
the principles involved are perhaps well 
meant and may have helped in some 
instances it has not worked out for 
the good of the service in its present 
application. It is stated that a high 
officer in command of a fleet may be 
drawing less money than a lieutenant 
under him and the commanding of- 
ficer of a battleship may draw less 
than his subordinates. 

Applied to the average factory or 
business this would shortly create 
havoc. As it is many who have op- 
portunity to do so are getting out of 
the naval service. Naturally, many 
of these are men with ambition who 
are bound to get ahead. They are the 
type the country needs in the navy. 
Congress has this problem before it.

‘THE Oakland Rotary Club has sent 
the following letter to President 
Hoover, the Chairmen of the Military 
and Naval committees of the Senate 
and House, Representatives Barbour, 
of the Pay Committee; U. S. Chamber 
of Commerce; Senator Shortridge, Sea- 
oe Johnson, Representative A. E. 
arter and Representative Florence P. 
Kahn, of California: 

The directors of the Oakland Rotary 
Club are much interested in efforts be- 
ing made to bring about world peace, 
=“ relief from the burden of debt to 
the tax payers caused by competitive 
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armanents among nations. But at the 
same time they believe in prepared- 
ness and adequate national defense. 
As long as armies and navies must be 
maintained, it is inevitable that we 
must have competent, highly trained 
officers and men in our various arms 
of the service. To secure these, they 
must be paid according to their worth 
and commensurate with the increasing 
cost of living and comparable with 
other professions. 

During the last twenty-two years, 
our Governmental statistics prove that 
the cost of living has steadily in- 
creased. The officers and men of the 
Army, Navy, Marine Corps, Coast 
Guard, Coast and Geodetic Survey and 
Public Health Service have received no 
substantial increase, as have all other 
professions, skilled ~- and unskilled 
labor. 

Our citizens desire that our public 
services be adequately paid. We, there- 
fore, urge in justice to the personnel 
of the services above mentioned, and 
in the interests of efficiency, that you 
consider favorably the recommenda- 
tions of the Interdepartmental Pay 
Board that has submitted a compre- 
hensive survey of the needs of these 
services. 

It has been brought to my attention 
on more than one occasion that the 
officers and men, both .active and re- 
tired, have great difficulty in meeting 
their obligations upon their present 
pay. The retired personnel of the serv- 
ices find it even more difficult, and we 
see officers and men retired for length 
of service or disability, endeavoring to 
augment their inadequate retired pay 
by civil occupations which they are, in 
most instances, unable to obtain gen- 
erally by reason of poor physical con- 
dition and lack of training for civil 
pursuits. 

Such a condition, if allowed to con- 
tinue, can result in only a serious im- 
pairment of our national defense act. 
Young men will not adopt the serv- 
ices as a profession if not assured of 
a competence that will insure for the 
future and provide for their present 
needs. And, as every officer and man 
on the active list is a potential mem- 
ber of the retired list, it is equally 
important that the retired list par- 
ticipate in any increase accorded the 
active list. Only in this way can the 
efficiency and the esprit and morale of 
our services be maintained to a degree 
that will justify a feeling of security 
and pride in our services on the part 
of our citizens.

These recommendations are just and 
should have the unqualified support of 
Congress. The army and navy to- 
gether with the other branches of 
service have lost some high caliber 
men because of the low pay which the 
government allows. The most strik- 
ing instance is the resignation of the 
speed king of the navy, Lt. Al Wil- 
liams, who has: been offered a position 
in commercial aviation at several times 
his government salary. 

Write to your senators and congress- 
man to get behind this measure, pro- 
posing an increase in the pay of the 
service men.

NDER the title “Officers Under- 

paid,” the Chattanooga, Tenn., 
Times printed an editorial March 29, 
which follows, in part: 

Considering their preparation, train- 
ing and service, officers of the Army 
and Navy would seem to be receiving 
pay that is far below the average for 
service in other departments of life 
requiring similar education and tech- 
nical training. Cognizance has been 
taken of this fact by an interdepart- 
mental board appointed to investigate 
the situation, and it has been recom- 
mended to Congress that salary in- 
creases be granted to officers of the 
Army and Navy and also to members 
of the Public Health and Geodetic Sur- 
vey services. 

It is almost a matter of common 
knowledge that Army and Navy offi- 
cers are hard put to it to maintain 
the living standards required of them 
on the salaries they receive. Especially 
is this the case with those officers who 
who have families or other depend- 
ents. This fact, together with possi- 
bility of turning their talents to more 
remunerative account. in civilian life, 
is undoubtedly responsible for the res- 
ignations of officers in such growing 
numbers as to constitute for the Gov- 
erment a problem of more or less seri- 
ousness.

THE following editorial apeared in 
the Asbury Park Press, Asbury 
Park, N. J. 

Public support appears to attend the 
recommendations of the interdepart- 
mental board appointed by the secre- 
taries of treasury, war, navy, and com- 
merce for an increase in compensation 
to the personnel of the army, navy 
marine corps, coast guard, public 
health, and, geodetic survey services. 
An investigation carried on by the 
board shows that the salaries of the 
uniformed men are inadequate, and 
the recommended rises have been sug- 
gested for congregational action. Na- 
tional as well as several local organi- 
zations, including the Lions clubs of 
Rumson and Red Bank, have memori- 
alized congress to act favorably upon 
the proposed increases.

During this 
interval the average pay of all other 
governmental employes has increased 
proportionately with that of the priv- 
ate worker. Obviously members of the 
uniformed service have not received 
just treatment.

Committee, stated during the debate 
in the Senate on the Tariff bill that 
just as soon as that measure was dis- 
posed of his committee would again 
become active. During the past week 
it has been necessary for him to be out 
of the city. Senator McMaster has 
also been away and with Senator 
Fletcher ill that committee has not 
been able to take up any matters be- 
fore it. It is altogether likely that 
only matters of the most pressing 1m- 
portance will find a place on the calen- 
dar under any circumstances and there 
is no indication as yet as to just when 
the committee will take up any work 
other than the confirmation of appoint- 
ments, promotions and the like as it 
has been doing this session. 

In the House committee hearings 
have been held every day by the full 
committee or a subcommittee. On 
Tuesday an executive session was held 
at which a number of private bills were 
ordered reported, and a number were 
also laid on the table. Mrs. Kahn re- 
ported H. R. 2755, a bill that will place 
seven veterinary officers on even terms 
with their fellow officers as to promo- 
tion, longevity pay and retirement. On 
Wednesday the hearing was devoted to 
the Muscle Shoals subject, while on 
Thursday Gen. DeWitt, Quartermaster 
General, explained to the committee 
the need for prompt action for the leg- 
islative authority needed to complete 
the approach roads and walks to the 
Tomb of the Unknown Soldier in Ar- 
lington Cemetery. This bill, H. R. 
9843, was ordered favorably reported. 
On Friday and Saturday several sub- 
committees conducted hearings on va- 
rious bills for the relief of individuals 
formerly serving in the Army. During 
the coming week executive meetings of 
this committee have been scheduled in 
order that bills may be given consid- 
eration in preparation for placing on 
the Calendar of the House those meas- 
ures considered desirable in prepara- 
tion for the call of the Committee on 
Calendar Wednesday. It is hardly 
likely that the Committee will be called 
on Calendar Wednesday until some 
time in May, but there is considerable 
work to be done in the study and re- 
port of bills prior to that time. In this 
connection it is probable that, follow- 
ing the usual custom of Congress when 
a special committee is named, no action 
will be taken by the committee on any 
legislation affecting pay and possibly 
promotion until after the Joint Com- 
mittee on Pay has reported its conclu- 
sions to the Congress.

The band of the 16th Infantry, sta- 
tioned at Governors Island, will turn 
out, it was said at Army headquarters, 
and Col. Albert S. Williams, comman- 
der of the 16th, has offered the Spanish 
War Veterans committee the use of 
Army rolling kitchens from which they 
plan to serve “chow” in typical field 
service style.
